WASHINGTON, D. C., April 6.—The 
Treasury Department is making prepara- 
tions to put into execution the provision of 
the tariff law requiring that silver and lead 
ores imported into the United States shall 
‘be assayed and sampled at the port of entry. 
The representatives of the lead-producing 
States, headed by Senator Dubois of Idaho, 
made a vigorous fight for this requirement 
when the tariff bill was before Congress, 
contending that without this provision it 
Was possible to bring large quantities of 
lead into the country without requiring 
the payment of any duty whatever. The
